Resignation Filed Promptly. 

His resignation, of which W. S. Boyn- 
ton, of Colorado Springs, had been cus- 
todian since Wednesday, when it was 
written, was filed in the office of Secre- 
tary of state at 4:20 p. m. today. 

James Cowie, secretary of state, im- 
mediately certified Governor Peabody’s 
resignation, and Lieutenant Governor Mc- 
Donald was then sworn in as governor 
by Chief Justice Gabert. There was no 
further ceremony. 

Governor Adams was ousted and Govy- 
ernor Peabody instailed by the genera! 
assembly about 5 o'clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon, Governor McDonald was sworn 
in before 5 p. m. today, thus completing 
the record of three governors inside of 
twenty-four hours, 

Governor Peabody transacted pvpracti- 
cally no husiness. of state while in the 
office of governor. He received many 
callers who urged him not to resign, and

Lieutenant Governor McDonald reluct- 
antly takes the chair which Governor 
Peabody resigyed after forcing Governor 
Adams out. The lieutenant governor has 
taken no part in the bitter fight over 
the governorship which has been waged 
ever since the election on November 8. 
He absolutely refused to aid his friends 
in the legislature to have him made the 
governor, and as presiding officer In the 
joint assembly he made several rulings 
against the mo#fement in his behalf.

Appointment Caused Surprise. 

While it was known that the council 
had already decided to supplant Kuro- 
patkin after the Mukden disaster, the 
decision to confer the task of saving the 
remainder of the army’ on Ldeutenant 
General Linevitch in the very midst ot 
its filght, although bruited 
came as a surprise. It transpires that 
Emperor Nicholas, upon the advice of 
General Dragomiroff and 
Saknaroff, determined that the step was 
necessary when it became apparent yes- 
terday morning that Kuropatkin, while 
concentrating for a stand at Tie pass, 
seemed unaware that the Japanese had 
worked around westward again and prac- 
tically allowed himself to be surprised.

battalions which had hardly recovered 
from the demoraligation of the Mukden 
retreat have again been thrown into con- 
fusion by Field Marshal Oyama’s relent- 
less, merciless pursuit. 

The war office greatly fears that more 
of the siege and field guns which Kuro- 
patkin managed to save at Mukden have 
been sacrificed in the hurried fifght from 
Tle pass. The question of ammunition 
and food is also vital, as it is known 
that the Russians were compelled to burn 
further steers at Tie pass, where the 
commissariat was only beginning to feed 
the half-famished troops, when the new 
retreat was ordered. 

No Sign of Yielding. 

But, even in the face of the possibility 
of the complete loss of the army gnd the 
‘admitted fact that Vladivostok is already 
‘| possibly lost; the emperor still shows no 
signs of yielding. Preparations for con- 
tinuing the war on a larger scale than 
ever are progressing. Another army of 
450,000 men is to be dispatched to the 
Far East, and in order to avaij delay it 
has been decided instead of sending only 
reserve men to form new armies largely 
of regular units, leaving the reserves to 
replace the regulars in garrison duty at 
home. Many military men have contend- 
ed that it was a fatal mistake to send 
reserve men to the Far East. The differ- 
ent guard will be sent to the front. ™ 1s 
not improbable that some of this year’s 
conscripts will be sent. 

Separate armies are to be organized un- 
der Generals Grodekoff, Grippenburg ana 
Kamaroff. Even in the optimistic quar- 
ters, however, it is realized that a gen- 
eral mobilization is likely to be accom- 
panied by widespread disorders unless the 
composition and functions of the popular 
representation under the imperial rescript 
are more satisfactory than now appears 


probable. 
Fleet Not To Return. 

The war council, it is also understood, 
has definitely decided that Vice Admiral 
Rojestvensky shall continue his voyage 
and give battle to the Japanese in the 
forlorn hope.of wresting control of the 
s¢a from Japan. 

If Rojestvensky is successful, it is 
claimed that an entirely rw complexion 
will be placed on the situation. 

In the meantime, the completely dis- 
heartened ranks of those who are cry- 
irg for peace are growing, the strongest 
convert being Prince Mestchersky. who, 
as shown. by his article in The Grash- 
danin, this morning, has become suddenty 
a zealous advocate of reform, deciaring 
that to make an end of the war would 
not require more heroism than to col- 
ciude peace after victory. He thanks 
God for sending defeat, instead of vic- 
tory, which, he says, would only cover 
with laurels the gaping wounds and mis- 
eries of the poverty-stricken people and 
the badly fed and badly clothrd, but he- 
roic soldiers, justified robbers of a peace- 
ful country.

He Pays Tribute to the Sons of the

New York, March !I7.—President Roose- 
velt was the guest of honor tonight at 
the one hundred ana@ twenty-first an- 
nual dinner of the Friendly Sons of St. 
Patrick. He was accorded a flattering 
ovation by more than 600 members of 
the society and its guests and responded 


4in a notable address. 


The banquet was given in the golden 
dining hall at Delmonico’s, and its an- 
nex and both rooms were filled to their 
capacity. So great was the demand for 
tickets that the society was obliged to 
refuse more than two thousand appll- 
cations. 

Roosevelt is the first president, ag such, 
the Friendly Sons of St. Patrick have 
entertained, although both Arthur and 
Cleveland, as ex-presidents, were guests 
of the society. 

President Roosevelt received a most 
enthusiastic reception from the crowds 
which, had gathered along the streets 
through which he passed during the aft- 
ernoon and evening. The president and 
Mrs. Roosevelt were driven to the resi- 
dence of Mrs. James Roosevelt, the prest- 
dent’s aunt, in West Fifty-seventh 
street. All ‘along the route the nation’s 
chief executive was cheered, and he re- 
peatedly recognized the salutes by lift- 
ing his hat. The block in which Mrs. 
James Roosevelt's residence stands was 
Cleared of pedestrians and vehicles until 
the president was safe inside the house. 


Attended Niece’s Wedding. 

At 3 o’clock the president left his 
aunt’s residence for that of Henry Parish, 
Jr., in East Seventy-stxth street, to at- 
tend the marriage of his niece, Miss 
Eleanor Roosevelt, daughter of the late 
Mr. and Mrs. Elliott Roosevelt, to her 
cousin, Franklin Delano Roosevelt, son 
of Mrs. James Roosevelt. 

On the way he met the big St. Patrick’s 
day parade, which was stopped, the par- 
ticipants and the thousands who crowded 
the sidewalks wildly cheering Mr. Roose- 
velt as he went through and passed up 
Park avenue. He seemed to greatly en- 
joy the typical Irish welcome. 

The president was driven through cheer- 
ing crowds to Delmonico’s. The Sixty- 
ninth regiment, National Guard, acted as 
escort, 

Within a few minutes after entering 
Delmonico’s the president appeared on a 
balcony. His appearance was the signal 
for the greatest demonstration of his 
visit. Cheer after cheer went up from 
the throngs, which grew by thousands. 
A loud voice called for a speech from 
the president. He was seen to say 
something, but owing to the cheering of 
the crowd, what he said was lost to 
those in the street. 

As the president returned to the build- 
ing he was again cheered, the favorite 
cry being: 

“Three cheers for Teddy.’’ 

The President’s Address. 

President Roogevelt spoke in part 
follows: 

“At the time early in the eighteenth 
century when the immigrants from Ire- 
land first began to come in numbers to 
this country the race elements in our 
population were stil] imperfectly fused, 
and for some time ithe new Irish strain 
was clearly distinguishable from the 
others. 

“By the time the revolution broke out 
these men had ‘begun to mix with their 
fellows of other stocks, and they fur- 
nished their full share of leadership in 
the great struggle which made us a na- 
tion.

NEW RAILROAD 
~ FOR COLUMBUS 


Atlanta to Have Another Con- 
nection With Queen City 


Private Capitalists Will Ask for a 
Charter for Line Between This 


A 


City and Columbus at an 


Reported, 


It is reliably reported here that there 


will be filed in a few days petition for 
the incorporation of a new railroad which 
will give Columbus a short line to At- 
lanta, and Atlanta an almost direct Ine 
to a port on the gulf of Mexico, 

Your correspondent learned today that 
private capitalists had formed a plan to 
build a railroad up the Chattahoochee 
river from this city to the Atlantic and 
Birmingham railroad, which will g0 
through Troup and Meriwether counties, 
north of this city, a distance of only 40 
or 50 miles, 

The Constitution has already published 
the fact that a new company, the At- 
lanta, Birmingham and Atlantic, will be 
incorporated to build from Atlanta to 
the Atlantic and Birmingham main line 
at some point in Troup or Meriwether 
counties. The new lMne from Columbus 
northward will be, to all intends and 
purposes, a southward extension of the 
Atlanta line to Columbus, although the 
two companies will be separate and dis- 
tinct, it is understood. 

The building of the Columbus line up 
the Chattahoochee river is conditioned 
upon the completion of the Georgia, 
Florida and Alabama railway 
city from Cuthbert, Ga.

The republican majority in the sen- 
ate does not appear to be especially 
lachrymose over the collapse of the 
Santo Domingo treaty. If anything, 
subdued relief is prevalent. The 
strenuous and sustained opposition of 
the democrats, led by Senator Bacon, 
combined with the lackadaisical at. 
titude of the republicans and the ab- 
sence of a definite champion for the 
administration, resulted in its asphyx- 
iation. 

Above all, the severa] reasons for 
the failure to ratify, however, stands 
the unwillingness of the senate to as- 
Sume the responsibility for a preced- 
ent likely to. prove epoch-making in 
our foreign relations.

ents lost 240,000 men the first year 
of the war. The figures of the Man- 
churian campaign are given as 57,- 
250 Japanese and 111,000 Russians 
killed and wounded, the prisoners 
numbering some 4,000. In the long 
siege of Port Arthur, 55,000 Japanese 
and 11,500 Russians were killed or 
wounded, and with the fall of the fort- 
ress, 32,000 Russians became prison- 
ers of war. In these operations 1,799 
Japanese and 2,527 Russians were lost 
on the waters around Port Arthur. In 
the whole war thus far, it is estimat- 
ed that the navies of both powers 
have lost 40,000 men. 

This authority says that the guDs, 
battleships and other material lost 
will represent at least $150,000,000, 
while the total cost of the war for the 
first year is estimated at $800,00,000. 
of which at least $500,000,000 falls on 
Russia. The single battle of Mukden 
must have cost Russian a quarter of 
a billion dollars, and it will add fear- 
fully to the totals for the war up to 
that time. 

This is the cold statistical side of 
the case. Appalling as it is, it is not 
to be compared with the sentimental 
side—the widows and orphans, the 
broken hearts, the desolation and 
pinching poverty the war has spread 
in every hamlet and well nigh at 
every fireside in Russia and Japan. 
The sacrifice of this nature is heart 
rending and, in its way, as pitiable as 
the sufferings of the soldiers in the 
field. 

Whatever the duration and result of 
the terrific struggle in Manchuria, it 
will serve as an awful object lesson 
to teach the generation the curse of 
war May it tend to hasten the day 
of universal peace through interna- 
tional arbitration!

An independent line of railway into the 
Birmingham district, with an indepen- 
dent connection from Atlanta to Bruns- 
wick, means much for Georgia on ac- 
count of the connections which will be 
made at Birmingham with the far west 
and at Brunswick with the great eastern 
cities. 

The advantages of Brunswick as a sea- 
port are 26 feet navigable depth, docks 
to sea to be carried within present ap- 
propriations to 28 feet, which can, with 
moderate appropriations, ultimately be 
carried to 30 feet docks to sea, in broad 
and easily navigated channels, night or 
day. This will double the value of the 
port for deep draft vessels, by enabling 
shipping on night as well] as day tides; 
also giving low water depths for vessels 
handling the majority of the commerce 
of the port and ability to sail at all 
times, a channel most nearly self-main- 
taining of any in the history of improved 
harbors. 

Brunswick's location is peculiar; a pe- 
ninsula jutting into the harbor, its rail- 
roads cutting through the center of this 
peninsula, with deep water arms of the 
sea bounding it upon both the west and 
the east: inexpensive tracks can reach 
this vast area. There is ample water 
front for the development of a commerce 
surpassing that of Liverpool. 

Another advantage which Brunswick 
possesses over any important south At- 
lantic port’ is the fact that from her 
present water front it is but I! miles to 
sea, and upon the eastern water front, 
when developed, will be but 7 miles to 
sea, whereas other ports have a tortuous 
and troublesome navigation of from 22 
to 25 miles. 


Brunswick a Healthy City. 

The ‘sanitary conditionS of Brunswick 
are of vital importance and are unsur- 
passed by any Atlantic or gulf port. The 
Waring system of sewerage, coupled 
with a system of underground drainage, 
has accomplished wonderful results, re- 
ducing the loss of life per year to the 
lowest of any city of like circumstances 
in the United States.

Some Immigration Points. 

Immigration is of vital importance to 
south Georgia and to Georgia, We need 
more men who are familiar with the di- 
versification of industries. We need and 
must have a commission or bureau of 
immigration for Georgia, or call a halt in 
the progress and development of the 
state. We must not merely invite immIl- 
grants from the north and east, but in. 
vite also the best character of immigra- 
tion from foreign countries. 

The idea seems to prevail that the bet- 
ter class of immigration has ceased to 
come to the United States. The truth is 
that of the nearly 900,000 immigrants 
who landed in the United States last year 
232,000 were from the United Kingdom 
and north of Europe. 

Our people through our boards of trade 
are powerless to move this class of for- 
eign tmmigration to this country; it can 
only be done through a state organiza- 
tion. 

In South Carolina an immigration com- 
mission was established only about a 
year and a half ago, and has procured 
a sale of 10,000 acres of land to a colony 
at $50,000 and arranged options upon 
severa] tracts as large for other colonies. 

South Georgia has a record of material 
development recorded in the census of 
1900 of which every south Georgian may 
well be proud, but it is the infancy of a 
development which will astonish and 
command the admiration of the civilized 
world. 

‘Twenty-five years ago there were green 
Oases scattered through the pine belt of 
Georgia of an eighth of an acre devoted 
to the production of sugar cane for home 
consumption. Today there is one plan- 
tation with 500 acres an@ many other 
plantations ranging from 150 and 100 
down to 5 acres in sugar cane. 

There is a work of more vital impor- 
tance to the south than any single move- 
nent since the civil war in the grow- 
ing, breeding and fattening of live stock. 
This alone will exceed in its yearly pro- 
ducts the entire cotton crop of the south. 

Much more might be written as to the 
future of the new railroad now reaching 
westward to Birmingham, but its suc- 
cess is assured.

Montgomery, Ala., March 15.—The sales 
of spot cotton In the interior during the 
first half of March have been olf con- 
siderable volume, much greater than 
during any two weeks since the first 
part of December. Offerings have been 
readily absorbed as the March commit- 
ments have beem and are stiil very 
heavy. In many localities the price of 
May and July contracts in New Yxork 
has been freely paid for round jots aver- 
aging middling or strict middiing. As 
the market improved offerings increased, 
just the same as on deciines offerings 
decrease. In many interioe towns as 
high as 7 3-4 to 8c was paid. Yet it 
must be said fhat even at 
offerings were not géneral.
